(d)  CLINICS  AND  TREATMENT  CENTRES 

The  following  arc  provided  for  IIoolo  by  the  Cheshire 
County  Council. 

School  Clinic  - This  Is  hold  every  morning  (except  Wednesday) 
for  the  treatment  of  children  with  minor  complaints. 

Tho  attendances  in  1939  wore  1,232. 


Children  with  defective  eyesight  were  examined  by  the 
Ophthalmic  Surgeon  of  tho  County  Public  Health  Department, 
who  attends  at  regular  intervals. 

Dental.  Treatment  is  given  by  tho  School  Dental  Surgeon. 

Medical  Inspection  of  School  Children  is  carried  out  by 
the  County  Authority 

Anti-natal  Clinic  is  held  on  the  second  Thursday  in  each 
month.  During  the  year,  87  expectant  mothers  made  128  attendance 

Child  Welfare  Centre  is  held  ever;/  Tuesday.  If  Is  a very 
popular  centre,  and  is  well  attended. 

During  the  year  there  were  2,219  attendances. 

T he  average  attendance  was  59.5  per  session. 

The  Toddlers’  Clinic  - is  hold  on  the  first  Thursday  in  the 
month.  There  wore  146  attendances. 


Orthopaedic  Clinic  - Patients  from  IIoolo  attend  at  2 Kings’ 
Buildings,  Chester,  on  Fridays  10-12  noon.  Hospital  treat- 
ment, when  required,  is  carried  out  at  the  Shropshire 
Orthopaedic  Hospital.  Oswestry. 

Vonerial  Diseasos  - Patients  from  this  area  are  sent  to  the 
Chester  Royal  Infirmary,  whore  they  receive  specialist 
treatment . 


Tuberculosis  Clinic  - This  is  held  on  Wednesday  mornings  at 
2 Kings  Buildings,  Chester. 


There  have  boon  no  changes  in  the  Hospital  Services  during 
the  year.  By  arrangement  with  tho  City  Council  of  Chester, 
coses  of  Infectious  Disease  are  admitted  to  the  Isolation 
Hospital  at  Se aland.  The  Council  pay  a retaining  fee  of 

£120  per  annum  for  four  bods,  and  £2. 12. 6. per  week  per 
patient.  General  Hospital  treatment  is  given  a t the  Chester 
Royal  Infirmary,  which  is  a Voluntary  Ho spit  al.  A number  oi 
cases  are  also  treated  at  the  Cheshire  Public  Assistance 
Connie toe J s Hospital,  Heath  .Lane,  Chester,

Prevalence  of  and  Control  over  Infectious  Disease. 

There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  Infectious 
Diseases  notified  during  the  year.  The  increase  was  mainly 
due  to  the  prevalence  in  tho  District  of  Scarlet  Fever  and 
Diphtheria*  There  satisfactory  nursing  and  isolation  can 
bo  secured  and  where  the  premises  arc  suitable,  the  home 
treatment  of  infectious  disease  is  encouraged. 

Influenza  was  not  specially  prevalent  during  the  year. 

No  action  was  required  for  Prevention  of  Blindness  during 
the  yc  ar . 

No  cases  of  meningitis,  malaria  were  notified.

The  method  of  Disinfection  is  Formalin  Vapour,  with  no  les 
than  eight  Hours*  exposure,  the  rooms  being  sealed.  Advice 
and  instructions  are  given  to  wash  all  floors  and  washable 
surf  ares  with  a disinfectant  solution. 

All  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  are  visited,  including 
Pulmonary  and  other  forms  of  Tuberculosis,  and  Schools  are  also 
visited. 

During  the  year  105  visits  were  made  concerning  Infectious 
Disease,  Disinfection  and  subsequent  enquiries. 

Evacuees  were  brought  to  this  District  from  the  Liverpool 
area  and  taken  to  the  Reception  Stations  which  were  the  All 
Saints  Boys  School  and  the  Mestninster  Girls  School.  The  Schools 
were  then  disinfected  and  then  cleaned  down  by  the  Caretakers. 

Owing  to  the  increased  of  Infectious  Disease  amongst 
School  Children,  it  became  advisable  for  the  Schools  to  be 
disenfected  on  Several  Occasions.
